Tile commission will be boycotted ' 
by Russia which automatically wilt 
exclude It from the northern SovUt 
occupation tone of Korea and win 
tirevent the rcconstltutlon of the 
entire Korean nation aa a single 
country.

THEY DID IT BETTER THEN 
Wheat-aaver Luclcman hna received excel- 
lent cooperation Irom most of the public. In 
his campaign to squeeze out another 100 
million bushela or Rraln for the hungry people 
of Europe. 

Distillers, public eateries and many house- 
wives have come through with a distilling 
holiday, meatless Tuesdays, cgglcss ond 
poultryless Thursdays. Luckman thinks 
can seo all the way to his goal, and that by 
year-end we shall have saved the 100 mil 
Hon bushels of wheat. 

Time alone can tell whether he Is over- 
optimistic. The layman, who knows only 
what he sees going on around him, finds It 
hard to accept that optimism at face value. 

Most wheat has to be saved in the home. 
Every pound of butter we cat costs more than 
13 poumls of wheat; every pound of beef 
another 13 pounds. It takes a whole eo-pound 
bushel to raise a six and one-half pound fowl. 

We feel righteous when we pass up a 6- 
pound pork roast on Tuesday, saving about 
40 pounds of wheat, but we substitute a 4- 
pound chicken representing about 38 pounds 
of. wheat. We string along with Luckman, 
and pass up four eggs for Thursday break- 
last, saving three pounds of wheat. But we 
stoke up on beef stew, in which our share of 
the meat represents three and one-half 
pounds of wheat. 

Looking backward. It seems as though we 
did It more effectively in 1918 when Herbert 
Hoover faced a similar food conservation 
problem. We gave him the Lever act as a 
weapon; but with It he utilized a degree of 
public co-operation much more effective than 
is apparent now. 

Mills were required to take more flour out 
of each bushel of wheat. Bakers had to pad 
wheat flour with substitutes In their bread. 
Individuals had to take com meal or rice or 
grits whenever they bought white flour. 
Hotels could not sorve|more than two ounces 
of Victory bread to any person for each 
meal. 

- But Hoover wont beyond these compulsory 
steps. He waged a mighty and successful 
campaign against waste. 

The Family Economics bureau of the North' 
em National Life Insurance company says 
that, through the two approaches in 1918, the 
use of scarce foods was cut by 20 per cent 
per person, and wastagt— attackable only on 
a voluntary basis — was reduced by 30 per 
cent. This last Important saving was mea- 
sured by garbage collections, which went 
down 10 per cent, and the recovery of grease 
trom garbage, which was reduced 30 per 
cent. 

Even If Luclcman docs save 100 million 
bushels of wheat this year, we are going to be 
embarrassed by the hunger ol the old world 
for some time to come. We are embarrascd 
by the high cost of food, too. It might be 
worth while to consider a 1047-48 campaign 
against waste. Herbert Hoover proved It could 
be done. Are we any less Imaginative and 
resourceful now? 



HALF MEASURES 
Eight persona have been rounded up, ar- 
rested and fined on the north aide as the 
result of a month-long Investigation by Clar- 
ence F., Saunders, state director of liquor en- 
lorcement. 

The charges Included after-hours sales of 
beer. Illegal possession of liquor, gambling 
violations, and the Illegal operation of slot 
machines. Pines ranged from |50 to $300 
and costs. 

While the officers are to be commended for 
their attempt to enforce the liquor and slot 
machines laws passed by the last session of 
the state legislature. $50 or even $300 fines 
will not discourage ih\s type of violator. Such 
penalties are penny-ante compared to the 
"take" from liquor sales and slot machine 
operations, particularly If the machines are 
"fixed." 

Revoke the licenses of those who continue 
such operations Illegally, and you'll get some- 
where. But that's another story. 

The legislature pulled Its punches In the 
flrst place when it enacted the allly laws 
Which are now supposed to work out some 
solution to an Issue that's fundamentally 
political. 

It was a buck-passing, tongue-in-cheek 
affair to begin with, so we can expect half 
measures In law enforcement and continued 
violations until another legislature takes Its 
turn at cooking up some phoney regulations.

"It was a pilot error, being there 

in the flmt ploco. 

But I was all rlsnt until a down- 
draft knocked me down 1,000 feet. 
I circled five or 10 minutes to try 
to gain alUtude. 

It woa getting dark and. cloudy 
and I didn't seem to soln much, so 
J sulled It out on that high ridge, 
facing uphill. We really come In on 
a wing and a prayer. 
Somebody else was flying with me. 
The shock of landing knocked mo 
out momentarily, but all.I tutfered 
a bruised knee and elbow. My 
wile sot a lot of bimips, she discov- 
ered Iat«r. 

We opened tha cabin door and 
stepped outside. All we could see 
was mountains and clouds. Ihey let 
the mood for our conversation which 
was principally about where, when, 
how and If we would t>o found and a 
review of my Insurance policies. 

-Yes, we wrote a note tor whoever 
might find our bodies, but for- 
tunately no one needs to know what 
It said . . . 

Wednesday before noon we sow 
the plane that found us (piloted by 
Lawrence Module. Evanslon, Wyo.). 
We waved and when we knew we 
n erc seen wc ht;eEed each other . . . 

Durlns the atlemoon several paek- 
aRcs were dropped to us . , , The 
food mode us 111. Finally we had to 
drink only tomato Juice and Ignore 
the other foods. 

When the pnckagcs dropped, I ran 
out to gather them up, Somewhere 
I lost one nhoe. For about 35 min- 
utes I ran around In the snow and 
rocks with one foot bare. By the 
time an army C-47 dropped a rescue 



package, I was eshauited and didnt 
hav« the energy to go after IL 
Thunday I crawled out and brought 
It In, then I wished I bad gone 
sooner. It ocotolned warm flying 
clothes that va really -could have, 
used WBdneaday because that waa 
the .worst night of the live. I'm 
sUUuotwmnn. 

TtM roughest part of ' the entire 
stay waan't physical, though. It was 
mental. We tud our radio receiver 
working. Over It we heard the Utah 
aeronautics director (Joe Bergln, 
■tata aeronautics Inspector) predict 
that we wouldn't be found imttl 
spring.' That was disturbing. 

I took ue carburetor air cleaner 
bowl from the enghie. I flUcd It 
with goaoUno from tha tank and 
covered It with the plane's regtstra- 
tlotl plate with a bole punched In It. 
I had an nUdmo lamp. Uarjorio 
mads a wick of soma stocklngi. 

It worked, but It worked too good. 
It burned all the oxygen from the 
cabin and filled It with carbon 
monoxide. That ended the Eskimo 
experiment.

Dnked apples ore good for ony 
meal. They may be the breakfast 
fruit, the luncheon dessert or may 
garnish the meat platter for dinner.

Vary the flavor 
by fllllnii the centers with chopped 
diitc.i and nuts, crushed pineapple, 
riililns or mincemeat before baking.

Bring the sugar and water to a boll 
and pour over the opples. Bake In a 
moderate oven (350- P.I for 45 mln- 
utc.i to 1 hour, or until tho npples 
are tender when pierced with a fork. 
Bruite tlicm frequently with the 
syrup In the bottom of the baking 
pan. Servo hot or cold. Makes 5 
sen'lnes.

wiches from a lunchbag. 

That is the reoson the hot lunch 
program is being conducted In Twin 
Falls schools. This program Is on' 
other reason why the current Com^ 
munlty Chest fund campaign needs 
the support ot Twin Falls residents. 

Tho hot lunch project Is spon' 
sored by the Porcnt-Teoclier associ- 
ation ttt cooperation with tlie state 
board of educoUon and school 
thorltles. The state provides lour 
ccnta for each lunch, budgeted at 
an overoBB cost ol an cents. Pupils 
who ore able to do so pay for the 
lunches mode available for them 
under this plan, while the Com- 
munity Chest steps In and asslsU 
In paying for lunches ot children 
not financially able to pay tor their 
own. In this way, the democratic 
principle ot "equal opportunity'" 
put Into action. 

One reason why success ol the 
chest drive is particularly Important 
this year Is that In the face of rising 
food costs, the state allocation of 
federal funds for this purpose has 
been reduced from six cents to four 
cents, requiring a proportionate hi' 
crease In the amount provided 
through the Community chctt. 

The hot limch program Is 
operating In Lincoln. Bickel and 
Twin Foils' high school, nnd the 
program In the St. Edward's school 
will start OS soon as that Institu- 
tion's new building Is ready tor oc' 
cupancy In the near future. During 
the month of October alone. 14.000 
lunches were served Ini Uicse tljrce 
public ECliooIs, with an 'Increase ex- 
pected durhig the winter months 
when travel conditions moke It nec- 
essary for more children to eat their 
noon meals away from home. 

Tills project Is centtallicd tlirough 
eelecUon of a PTA Jiot lunch pro- 
gram chairman for each school. This 
cholnnan In turn ornmgca for ap- 
pointment ot three cooks tor each 
school, and they prepare the lunches 
to conform with the esUhlLihed 
budset and certain nutritional re- 
quirements. Hie class "B" lunch be- 
ing served here has minimum re- 
quirements of at least a halt pint of 
milk, on ounce of proUln. a hair cup 
of vegetables or fruit and bread nnd 
butter or margarine, with at least 



Is often provided, but tho lunches 
not allowed to drop below tlie 
standard minimum requlrcmenLv 
which ore ono>thlrd of the dolly 
food needs of a growing child. 

Tho five to 10 per cent of tlie chil- 
dren who are unable to pay tor 
their own lunches are oUowcd lo 
render service In aervlnft tho lunchw 
and In clearing the tables lo "enr 
their meals, so they are not glvi 
the feeling of receiving donations. 

Any funds received that arc not 
used for purchase of foodi or their 
preparation aro utilized for Improve- 
ments ot the hot lunch kitchens, but 
Uio Increased prices ot foods iJils 
year Indicate that tho proRrnm will 
bo fortunate If It makes "boUi ends 
meet" under tho present budset.
